Air Hole Pierced Through Wall 


Early today an air hole was pierced through the wall that sep- 


arates the Kennedy and Argonaut mines. The last blast opened 
up a fissure through which a strong current of air passed from 
the 3600-foot drift of the Kennedy mine to the 4200-foot level of 
the Argonaut. 


By 6:15 the fissure opened up by the blast had been widened 


to a 16-inch hole, raising the welcome cry, "They're through," 
and the current of air became so strong that two men were re- 
quired to hold the emergency air doors which had been pro- 
vided in expectation of the "break through" in the 3600-foot 
Kennedy level. 
Final Blast Clears Way for Men 


First announcement: that the air passageway had been opened 


up was made byv V. S. Garbarini, the Argonaut superintendent, 
npou reaching the surface after an exploratory tour following 
the final blast. He reported that the first sign of entrance to the 
Argonaut was the clearing of the atmosphere after the blast, 
showing an air current had been set up. • 


Half an hour later announcement came from E. C. Hutchinson, 


president of the Kennedy mine, that the blast had opened a fis- 
sure in the rock which led from the drift on which the Argonaut 
crew has been battling to the 4200-foot drift of the mine which 
three weeks ago swallowed up 47 of their fellow workmen. 


All Jackson awaits the news now that will tell the fate of the 


entombed men. 
With a connection made they feel the final 


"break-through" will only be a matter of a short time. 


At 7 a. m. a fresh crew went down the skips to the depths of 


the Kennedy mine buoyant in the hope that they would be the 
first to step through into the Argonaut.

Mine Disaster On Comstock 


In Nevada Parallels Trag- 


edy at Argonaut. 


A mine disaster which furnishes 


a curious parallel to the one at the 
Argonaut mine occurred on the 
morning: of Wednesday, April 7, 


18G9. 
It is described In an old 


volume, "The Big Bonanza," by 
Dan De Quille. 


The disaster referred to was the 


ffre which broke out in the Yellow- 
Jacket .Mine, Gold Hill. Nevada, 
and which resulted in the death of 
45 men. 


"The fire started at the 800-foot 


level," says the description. 
"It 


was supposed that the fire originat- 
ed from 
a candle left 
sticking 


against a timber by men on the' 
night shift. 
The first thing done 


on discovering: the fire was to try 
to get the men up out of the mines. 


"Pending the arrival of the fire- 


men with their • apparatus, 
those 


about the several mines were doing 
all in their power to rescue the men 
left underground. . 


"Toward noon some of the fire- 


men ventured down the shaft to 
the 800-foot level and recovered 
three or four bodies of a'spliyxlated 
miners."

The heroism of the' rescuers In 


the Argonaut disaster Recalls that 
of the men who went down into the 
Yellow Jacket to recover the bodies 
of the victims in the disaster of 
1869. 


"The firemen Hot only went Into 


the burning underground regions 
cheerfully, but there was strife 
among them," wrote Dan De Quille. 
"At 2 o'clock on the morning of 
the eighth, 13 bodies had been re- 
covered.

level, where they had fallen from 
stations above, others were found 
at the 1000-foot level, lying in all

shut off from the shafts and all the 
works stopped. 
Five bodies still 


remained in the mines." 


By May 18, the chronicler relates,

"The fire continued to burn in 
that portion of the mines t'o which 
it was confined for over a year," 
the chronicler concludes. "Nearly 
three years from the time of the 
breaking out of the fire the rocks 
in the 800-foot levels of the Crown 
Point and Kent'uck mines were 
found to be red-hot."

imprisoned in the Argonaut mine, 
who were on the night shift, went 
down to work the ex'ening of Sun- 
day, 
August 27. Shortly after mid- 


night, the hour when lunch is'eaten 
down In the mine, one of the miners 
reported 
smelling 
smoke, 
and 


Clarence Bradshaw, the night shift 
boss, started up the incline shaft 
with two men in a. skip to discover 
its location. At about the 3000- 
foot level they encountered dense 
smoke and intense heat, but they 
decided to take a chance and go 
ahead through it, reaching the sur- 
face In safety, although Bradshaw 
was temporarily overcome by the 
smoke. 


A rescue crew was at once form- 


ed to bring the men out in skips, 
but the heat had increased so much 
that it was impossible to get below 
the 
2800-foot level. 
"Water was 


pumped down through an eight- 
inch pipe, and skips filled with 
water were lowered to . the 2800- 
foot level and dumped, but these 
and other efforts to stop the fire 
and penetrate the barrier failed. 
Telephone Tvires were burned, mak- 
ing it impossible to communicate 
with the men below.

further, the main Argonaut shaft

The Mul- 
doon shaft had a safety ladder in It, 
but egress by this route would have 
taken hours'under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, and with the air filled 
with gas it could not be used. 


Constant tests were made to as- 


certain if the gas had diminished 
or the flames ceased, but the ex- 
perts were not able to penetrate the 
smoke barrier. After ten days the 
fire apparently died clown to some 
extent.

ment in 1822 an act providing a 
punshment for the "ill treatment 
of cattle," and by the force of his 
personality forced its passage as a 
law 


Humane

England and the United States are 
observing In various forms the 
centenary of the enactment of this 
first law for the protection of ani- 
mals from cruelty, which, for the 
first time In any country, made it 
unlawful to abuse animals. 


"Humanity" Martin, so named 


by King George TV because of his 
introduction and support of the 
law, was an Intense Irish nobleman 
with Immense estates in Galway, 
where he lived in the manner of a 
feudal lord when not attending 
Parliament in London. 


MAN OF COURAGE. 


He was'a man of Infinite per- 


sonal courage and a duelist of note. 
But with his courage and dueling 
proclivities was a genuine Irish 
humor, wild and 
turbulent 
at 


times. He alwajs was a lover of 
animals and*disliked ill treatment 
of them as intensely as he loved 
the animals themseKes 


After introducing his bill Martin 


was Asked to withdraw it so that 
it could be amended and intro- 
duced at 
the 
folloiving session. 


Speaking in opposition, one oppo- 
nent cieciaied he could not see 
ivhy, under the terms of the bill, a 
punishment should not be affixed 
to the boiling of lobsters and the 
eating of live oysters. 


To all opposition Martin replied 


with more vigorous support and 
made a strong appeal at the sec- 


| ond reading.

WINS FIRST CONVICTION.

against a driver who had merci- 
lessly beaten a donkey. The ani- 
mal was dragged into court before 
the Judge, and Martm so impressed 
the court with the evidences the 
donkey bore of ita masters cruelty 
that the driver was found guilty, 
much to the surprise of the many 
onlookers who had crowded into 
the courtroom.

Less than a year after Martin's 


death at Boulogne, France, :n 
1834. his Original act was amended 
.and bull and bear baiting and cock 
Renting were prohibited through- 
out the British Isles. 


While credit is g^iven the Great 


and General Couit 'of Massachu- 
setts In 1641 
for passin gan act 


declaring that "no man shall ex- 
ercise any tyranny tbward any 
brute creatures which usually are 
kept for the use of man," Martin's 
act is recognized as the first law 
expressly forbidding ill treatment 
of animals. 


Two years after the passage Of 


the act Mai tin and some of his 
friends, realizing: the law would 
be valueless without proper en- 
forcement, organized the Societv 
tor the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, Queen Victoria later giv- 
ing her approval to the addition 
of the word "Royal" to the titlee. 
From the society originated first 
the American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals and 
later the state societies.

can often be read with ease. Cer- 
tain of the army radio-tslephjsne . 
stations operating on wave-lengths 
around 1500 meters radiate con- I 
siderable energy on much shorter I 
waves, sometimes being quite eas- 
ily read around 370 meters. 


The harmonics emitted from a 


radio transmitter seldom have any ' 
practical value and are only a 
source of annoyance to receiving 
•stations in the vicinity. 
In the 


case of shipboard are transmitters 
fundamental frequencies of oscil- 
lation can not Ire obtained to me.et 
the 300-meter requirements of the 
radio law. Advantage is therefore 
taken of the harmonics present to 
obtain this short wave length. 


Harmonics should not be con- 


fused 
with -^ forced 
oscillations. 


Harmonics of the fundamental fre- 


' ' quency emitted by a radio trans- 


mitter may be sharply tuned by a 
receiving operator at a definite 
point 
on the 
receiving 
tuner. 


Forced oscillations, on the other 
hand, usually come in all over the 
tuning elements with little if any 
pronounced peak or point of loud- 
est signal. 


There is a type of frequency 


multiplier, known a* a static fre- 
quency transformer, since it has 
no moving parts such as are 
usually required to change from 
one frequency to another. 
In this 


system the frequency is tripled by 
making use of the harmonic of the 
fundamental wave length. 
This 


system^is useful for handling large 
powers and has been successfully 
utilized in trans-oceanic commu- 
nication.

phonographs. 
Transmission is, in most cases, 
faulty also, and that, combined 
with well-worn discs, while suffi- 
cient to satisfy the amateur that 
his set is O. K., makes radio-tele- 
phone in Argentina more of a pain- 
ful rite than a. pleasure. 
However... there will come a day, 
no doubt, when Argentina will or- 
ganize its radio concerts better, and 
when that day does come, if the 
present is any criterion, the sole 
topic of conservation in Buenos 
Aires will oe radio-telephony.

urges the retention says, in part: 


"California today has a friend

past few years his has been a mind 
of uninterrupted concentration on a 
single subject—the welfare of the 
student. 


"President David P. Barrows is 


recognized throughout this country 
for his dynamic personality and re- 
markable ability. It may have been 
too much for California to ask that 
this personality and ability be di- 
rected to the sole purpose of gov- 
erning this institution. Californians 
may have been selfish to expect or 
hope that he might belong to them 
alone. 


"The disappointment now evi- 


denced by student comment the 
campus over would be' crystalized 
into an insistent plea and'demand 
that -would reach the President's 
ear and cause him to retract his de- 
cision.

"Possibly yet it is not too late for

FAMOUS FISH DISHES. 


Bouillabaisse. 


Put a cupful of olive oil into the 


bottom of the chowder kettle and 
ndd two minced unions, a sliced bud 
of gnrlic, a thinly-sliced leek, a 
thiniy-sliced carrot, a bay leaf, four 
cloves, half of a pepper minced, 
two large tomatoes, peeled and 
sliced, or a cupful of canned to- 
matoes, two cupfuls of hot water, 
•xnd then three pounds o£ fish cut 
n steaks or short thick filets. The 
fish may be of different kinds if 
desired. Cover the pot and simmer 
he fish for twenty minutes, then 
add a half-cupful of boiled shrimps, 
i dozen oystera or soft clams, a 
half-cupful of fresh, boiled crab- 
neat, the juice of a lemon, n sa'lt- 


pepper. Simmer five minutes, cov- 
ered. Place enough carefully-made 
toast !n a deep dish to cover tho 
bottom, moisten with n little of the 
irrnvy. then lift thfi fish with a 
skimmer onto the tonst, and strain 
the liquid, and serve it as a soup 
at the same time that the fish Is 
served. 
Garnish the fish ; with 


chopped parsloy.

the soup is served right with tha 
fish. 
This is just a matter of 


fancy, as either way is correct.
